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Forest Lawn residents upset 
over condo development 


A five-member town coun- 
cil faced a full gallery of 
angry, upset residents as the 
regular meeting opened 
Monday night. Councillors 
Smith and Throndson are on 
vacation. 

Upwards of 50 residents of 
Forest Lawn area were pre- 
sent in support of a protest 
carrying 100 signatures ag- 
ainst the rezoning of some 11 
acres from Development 
Control to Multiple Family 
Town Housing, plus a con- 
venience centre and small

commercial development wi- 
thin the parcel to be zoned 
neighbourhood commercial 
from development control. 

The area forms a narrow 
wedge on the far side of the 
present Boudreau Road, 
bounded by Hebert Road and 
facing Forest Drive, Fern- 
wood and Flagstone Cres- 
cents. It would accommodate 
99 units. 

Across Boudreau Road is 
another R3 area and resi- 
dents were protesting the 
increased traffic, higher 


density and the devaluation 
of their single family pro- 
perties in the area. They 
were equally as strong in 
their opposition to the com- 
mercial development, a con- 
venience store plus proposed 
bank and hairdressing shop. 
This centre they said would 
be a hang-out for young 
people in a high density area, 
plus an unsightly littered 
area. 

Many expressed their bitt- 
erness over the fact that they 
had been told when they 


purchased their homes that 
the area in question was to 
be parkland. It came out that 
some had been given that 
information by realtors and 
some through phone calls to 
town hall. ‘‘Our salesman 
who said it was park was 
from Nu-West - the cruelest 
cut,’’ said John Hall of 
Fernwood. 

Giving an overview at the 
request of the mayor, Ad- 
ministrator Bob Byron poin- 
ted out that the area was 
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on Mission Avenue traffic problem 


Town council, meeting 
Monday night, had approxi- 
mately 40 people from the 
Mission Park area in the 
gallery in support of a 
petition asking immediate 
action on serious traffic 
problems on Mission Ave. 

The group, represented by 
Don Pomfrey and George 
Brown, came well prepared 
with a visual aid by way of a 


map and thoughtful presen- 
tations by the two men 
backing up the petition, 
which carried 152 names. It 
was pointed out that only 
Mission avenue was peti- 
tioned, but Mr. Pomfrey 
revealed that the people 
doing it had requests from 
many many residents on 
streets and crescents off 
Mission avenue, with child- 


ren attending Father Jan or 


Ron Harvey Schools. 

Mr. Pomfrey reviewed 
what the residents consider 
the major problems - pro- 
blems they feel are so deeply 
ingrained that they look to 
council for a serious study of 
solutions: 

Basically the petitioners 
felt that with the develop- 
ment of Lacombe Park, an

It was only through efforts 
described as ‘‘heroic’’ by the 
St. Albert RCMP that the life 
of a seven-year-old boy was 
saved on June 28th. 

Philip Doyle, aged seven, 
of 59 Morgan Crescent, was 
playing down by the man- 
made lake with some other 
children his age. The young- 
sters were throwing various 
pieces of debris into the lake 
and going into the water to 
retrieve them. Philip lost his 
footing, tumbled into the 
water, and could not swim. 

His friends yelled for help 
to some older children 
further along the lake and 
some ran to a nearby house 
for help. 

Ted Gusikoski, 12 years, of 
80 Lambert Crescent and 
Judith Tap, also 12 of 19 
Maple Drive ran to the boy in 
the water, who was flound- 
ering with his face sub- 
merged from time to time. 
Ted arrived first but couldn’t 
swim and wasn’t able to 
reach him. Judith was able to 
swim out and get hold of 
Philip, with Ted reaching out 
to grab her hand and help 
pull the youngster out of the 
water. 

They then began carrying 
Philip up to the road (about 
100 yards) and were nearly 
there when Mrs. Cindy Kartz 
who lives next door to the 
Doyles, appeared on the 
scene and drove the young- 
ster to the emergency de- 
partment at Sturgeon Gen- 
eral Hospital. Mrs. Kartz 
had called the RCMP before 
leaving the haf= and they 
arrived ‘‘after the fact’’ as 
Staff Sergeant Lambert said. 

Philip’s parents arrived 
just after he went to hospital 
and rushed right up when an 
older member of the family 
told them what had happ- 
ened. Luckily the boy was 
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only posing at the edge of the water for

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(Apartments) in 1971, said 
the mayor, this R3 zoning is a 
marked reduction. Mr. Hall 
reminded him of the people 
who had phoned town hall 
and were told it was park 
area. Both earlier and later 
residents thought it was park 
area when they purchased, 
he stated. 

The mayor noted that the 
town house costs of $64,000 
to $70,000 are ‘‘not that 
much today,’’ (apparently a 
reference to the need for low 
cost units) and reiterated 
that the zoning was well 
down from R3A. We have an 
experienced developer in 
there, he said, and we have 
put 21 conditions on him - 

We still feel strongly about 
both developments said Mr. 
Hall, and for the reasons we 
stated. In reply to Coun. 
Wetsch’s question as to 
whether the developers 
would lease or sell, the 
administrator said it was 
premature to say which way 
it would go, but the develop- 
ment must be in keeping 
with the neighbourhood. 

Coun. Lukay said that on 
the overall outline plan the 
area was always Apartments 
- much more dense than 
condos. Over the last year 
and a half we got into 
Development Control and 
perhaps erased the zoning, 
he added, but felt council 
was down zoning from R3A, 
with small commercial. 


PROTESTS CREDIBILITY 


Another man from the 
gallery came forward to 
speak saying he was not 
sure what good it was coming 
here to change zoning when 
he understands the survey 
contract is already let - which 
gives Bttle credibility to the 
hearing. ““You are as timely 
as can be’’ said the mayor. 
The man asked if it is a 
requirement of the town to 
have so many condo units per 
multiple family zoning. The 
mayor replied that there is an 
overall aggregate percentage 
- it depends partly on market 
conditions. 

Coun. Lukay pointed out 


that, under neighbourhood 


development, 21 units are 
average per acre. Forest 
Lawn is based that way he 
added, but we have not 
reached that figure. Most 
areas are about 18 units per 


acre. 

We have another R3 area 
adjacent to this one, said Mr. 
Hall - what does that give 
you per acre? Coun. Lukay 
explained that the average 
number of units is reached 
by counting units in all 
Forest Lawn areas. Mr. Halil 
wondered what Forest Lawn 
density would be as com- 
pared to Akinsdale. 

The point is, said another 
man, that it is difficult to 
understand why we want to 
increase traffic congestion 
with these 99 units. | am 
extremely disappointed he 
added and share Mr. Hall’s 
view, in that I was led to 
believe the area was zoned 
Agriculture when we bought 
in 1974. 

Asked about the timing the 
mayor said council would 
await the Woodlands outline 
plan - perhaps six months - a 
year or more - this is a guess. 
There is no four-lane going 

the area he said and 
we have lowered the density.

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children and adult safety on 
an avenue described as a 
race track and drag strip with 
‘suicide corners’’ and con- 
tinuous noise and unsafe 
driving conditions. 

Mission, Mr. Pomfrey 
said, was now feeding La- 
combe Park traffic to Perron 
street bridge and the down- 
town core, with the bridge 
due to be widened. It also 
feeds Lacombe traffic to 
Father Jan school, Percy 
Page Centre, the tennis 
courts and two undeveloped 
park areas between Mill and 
St. Vital, as well as bus stops 
for school children. All these 
areas are used extensively by 
children who are not safe in 
the dense traffic flow. 

The Morgan park corner 
was a bad one, said Mr. 
Pomfrey. Given high density 
from four plexes with no 
provision for children to play, 
the park is a major play area 
but to get there they must 
pass a blind corner. 

Mission features motorcy- 
cle races, hot rod and truck 
races around the clock, and 
two small parks, not official 
but fixed up and used as 
such, do not have safe 
access. 

Another bad corner - 
suicide corner is off Mill 
Drive where Mr. Pomfrey 
said it is very difficult to see 
until you are actually in the 
traffic 


We also looked at some 
council proposals for siting a 
senior citizens lodge on the 
river side of Mission, said 
Mr. Pomfrey. To put it there 
with the traffic we have on 
Mission is a little bit ridicu- 
lous. As it is elderly people 
who tell us they can’t get 
across the street to get to 
Youville Home. 

Regarding the proposal for 
a four-lane Perron bridge 
Mr. Pomfrey said that if 
council is going to formally 
upgrade Mission aveaue to a 
four-lane arterial, we are on 
record that we do NOT want 
it - which drew loud applause 
from the gallery. 

Mr. Brown pointed out the 
concern re. access to Mission 
from Highway 2. You can 
stand on the corner and see 
them hot rod down he said. 
We have some su 
after trying to think what can 
be done. I believe we have 
been led down the path by 
developers. While gathering 
the petition Mission resi- 
dents who have been there 
for 16 or more years said to 
us - oh - for the 50th time you 
will try - what do you think 


you will get? 
Maybe it will take some 
body counts, said Mr. 


Brown. I don’t know what 
you will get - three, four, 
five? It will come to this, he 
said, if nothing is done, so 
we hope for good concrete 
Mr. Brown also mentioned 
motorbikes which were not 
part of the petition, but were 
a problem of major pro- 
. People can’t sleep 
up to 4 a.m. and we get no 
help from the authorities he 
stated. And he noted that 
though signs prohibiting 
truck traffic are posted in two 
places, we see them all the 
time, and the local gen- 
darmes are doing nothing. 


He would also like council 
to look at McKenney for 
serving Lacombe Park, but 
said the group did not have 
technical capacity. 

In trying to find solutions, 
said Mr. Pomfrey, we went 
to the engineering depart- 
ment at town hall, but they 
had no suggestions until a 
new arterial road is ready in 
three-four years. We though 
we would find a graph, but 
the engineers said they had 
counters. 

We spent 20 to 30 minutes 
at each home petitioning he 
added and found it extremely 
informative. Mild speed 
bumps might help at places 
such as where a resident got 
a car that missed a corner on 
his lawn. We were told of two 
children, trained to hold out 
their hands before attempt- 
ing a crosswalk. After eight 
cars passed them they gave 
up and went home. The 
engineers said people ignore 
signs - then we must have 
different signs, said Mr. 
Pomfrey. He suggested pub- 
licizing 20 mile zones in 
dangerous areas, with flash- 
ing amber lights where kids 
could push buttons to cross. 
They considered what to do 
at the high density zone and 
came back to stop signs. But 
then you’d get jack-rabbiting 
from sign to sign. 

As sincere representatives 
from our town, said Mr. 
Brown, we would like council 
to look at the problems 
seriously and we would then 
like a report back from 
council, which we will 
present to all our people, 
whom we told we would get 
back to in three to four weeks 
time. 

We ask that you not 
consider Mission Impossible, 
he concluded. 

A member of the audience 
felt an obvious solution was 
to block off Mission at the 
north end until a major 
alternative route is in place. 
Another one said it was not 
only speed but noise tiil 3 
a.m., with hollywood muff- 
lers shaking windows. This 
situation is getting worse all 
over St. Albert and on the 
highway he said. Another 
man noted that traffic is very 
bad even at 3 a.m. - ‘‘I don’t 
know where they’re coming 
from.”’ 

Mr. Brown asked when the 
residents might expect an 
answer and Mayor Plain 
replied that council is cogni- 
zant of your work and the 
points raised. We have to get 
engineers and consultants 
reports. We have invited 
comment on the traffic study 
and now we have yours, he 
added. We will have to go 
back and look at what the 
studies suggest, and get our 
consultants back to look at 
questions you raise. We 
can’t just cut off an avenue 
we need professional traffic 
consultants.

Hospital concerned 


about provincial 
budget restrictions 


The St. Albert Women’s 
Institute wrote to the Ad- 
ministrator of Sturgeon Gen- 
eral Hospital expressing the 
group’s concern over the 
shut down of the third floor 
for the summer months, and 
asking the reasons. Mr. 
Keyes replied with the foll- 
owing letter which WI mem- 
bers thought would be of 
interest to Gazette readers. 

Yesterday we received 
your letter of June 23 in 
which you enquired about 
the reasons for the tempor- 
ary closing of the third floor 
of our hospital. 

Undoubtedly you are aw- 
are that the Provincial 
Government has placed quite 
drastic budgetary restric- 
tions on Alberta hospitals. In 
our own situation it was 
obvious to us that it would be 
impossible to continue to 
provide full services to our 
patients as we have done in 
the past. We are a growing 
hospital and have been 
attempting to broaden the 
scope of our patient services 
over the few years since our 
opening in 1970. However, 
even if we had decided to 
curtail any growth this year, 
we could not have provided 
the same volume of services 
we furnished during 1975 
since our costs have in- 
creased considerably more 
than the modest increase in 
the budget provided for us by 
the Alberta Hospital Services 
Commission. 

Realizing then that we 
must cut back, it seemed 
best to cut back in ways that 
would hurt the least. Tra- 
ditionally, it seems, the pat- 
ient census in hospitals is 
lower during summer mon- 
ths than during the balance 
of the year and our short 
history has been no excep- 
tion. Therefore, we felt that 
it would be better to close the 
third floor for the months of 
June, July and August than 
to discontinue some other 
services to our patients on a 
permanent basis. 

While no one at this 
hospital wanted to take this 
action, it was done strictly 
with the idea of making the 
best of a most difficult 
situation. 

I think I am safe in saying 
that everyone connected with 
this hospital feels that the 
Provincial Government’s ri- 
gid budgetary restrictions for 
all Alberta hospitals are 
unrealistic and are not in the 
best interests of the persons 
whom we serve. Our only 
hope for improvement, we 
think, is that there will be an 
expression of public opinion 
sufficient in volume to cause 
the Provincial Government to 
reconsider the action that has 
been taken. 

I am truly grateful that the 
members of the St. Albert 
Women’s Institute have en- 
ough interest in our hospital 
that you would write me 
about this matter. I hope that 
my explanation has clarified 
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our thinking for you but I 
would welcome the oppor- 
tunity to discuss it more fully 
with you or your membership 
if you wish.

What we cannot 
afford to be without 


Recent letters and com- 
ment in the ‘St. Albert and 
Sturgeon Gazette’ on the 
subject of ambulance service 
in St. Albert gives the 
impression that all that is 
important is whether or not 
homeowners will pay $20 a 
year for a ‘cadillac’ service or 
a few dollars for a ‘basic’ 
service. 

This is absolute nonsense. 
What should be considered is 
the kind of service you 
cannot afford to be without. 
The cost here being lives, 
family distress, cost of lost 
production, cost to the pro- 
vince and the individual of an 
unnecessarily long stay in 
hospital. The Edmonton 
Journal reported that there 
are no Statistics to say lives 
had been lost due to the 
‘basic’ service in Edmonton, 
yet statistics and information 
on the long and short term 
benefits to the community of 
‘Paramedic ambulance’ ser- 
vices in terms of lives and 
other costs mentioned above 
can be acquired. Information 
can be obtained from The 
Librarian, G. Alford R.E.P., 
Alberta Ambulance Admini- 
strators Assn., c/o Municipal 
Office, Brooks, Alberta. 

To take a look once more at 
the priorities in the esta- 
blishment of an emergency 
medical care system; 

No. 1 - Well trained 
personnel: Directed and tr- 
ained by a Registered Emer- 
gency Paramedic (REP), not 


eight paramedics. 

No. 2 - Communications: 
To be able to take emergency 
medical care to the patient in 
the shortest and most effi- 
cient way; and then to ini- 
tiate on scene emergency 
care; a system on scene to 
reach hospital, radio, am- 
bulance, and other emer- 
gency vehicles; and ambu- 
lance to hospital communi- 
cation on a regional basis. 

No. 3 - Area Coordination: 
Coordination of all emergen- 
cy services in an area from 
one central control. 

No. 4 - Mode of Trans- 
portation: Whether or not a 
St. Albert emergency squad 
operates its own ambulance 
is not all that important 
although it would be the 
most practical. The emer- 
gency squad does not have to 
arrive on scene with an am- 
bulance. An ambulance is a 
means of recovering some of 
the cost of providing the 
service, in addition to being a 
practical and comfortable 
means of transporting pa- 
tients. 

The quality of an ambu- 
lance service is not how fast 
you are whisked away from 
an accident scene and 
‘delivered’ to a hospital but 
what condition you are in 
when you reach the hospital 
compared to the condition 
you were in befure help 
arrived.

Few public performers can measure a career in terms of half 
a century and still be only 60 years of age. One who could, 
did, when the Yehudi Menuhin Travelling Birthday Party 
occupied Carnegie Hall in mid-April. It was, in effect, what 
the English call a concert party. In addition to the party part, 
it was a concert on the heavenly heights of Beethoven’s B 
flat (Archduke) trio, and the great C minor piano quartet of 
Gabriel Faure. 


The mere participation of Menuhin senior in such glories of 
the chamber music repertory, with his son Jeremy (now in 
his mid-20’s; as pianist, would have made the occasion 
noteworthy. What made it unforgetable was the presence of 
Mstislav Rostropovich as anchorman in the cello parts of 
both works. Profits from the concert were divided evenly 
between the Jerusalem Foundation and Menuhin’s own 
school for young musicians at Stoke d’Abernon, Surrey. A 
pair of concerts have since followed in Paris and Monte 
Carlo with the two Menuhins, and a third before a monster 
audience in Royal Albett Hall, London, with Rostropovich 
again participating. The profits from all of these anniversary 
events were also distributed to charities.

who previously had not 


looked for work. were

The results have been to 
distort the work force, 
both in size and compo- 
sition, to deprive small 
businesses of reliable 
workers, and to balloon 


the UIC cost from $694 
million in 1971 to $3.3 
billion in 1976. 


A significant portion of 
this increase takes the 
form of income transfer 
between regions. 


Transferring purchasing 
power on this scale has 
diverted business effort 
into retailing in the regions 
where UIC payments are 
received. Canadian Fede- 
ration of Independent 
Business statistics reveal 
that about 60 per cent of 
small businesses’ in 
Atlantic Canada are 
retail, compared to 35-40 
per cent elsewhere. 


This constitutes a grave 


warning to the regions 
concerned. They cannot 
base their future on the 
receipt of growing transfer 
payments from other parts 
of Canada when the whole 
economy’ faces slow 
growth. New alternatives 


must be sought in regional 
self-sufficiency. in food 
production and in wealth- 
creating enterprises. The 
unemployment changes. 


however painful to those 
affected. are a necessary 
step in the right direction.

Wabamun wildlife habitat improvement project 


A long-term research pro- 
ject by the Stony Plain Fish 
and Game Association could 
result in the improvement of 
wildlife habitat, and ulti- 
mately in wildlife abund- 
ance, on coal mined lands at 
Wabamun. 

The local Fish and Game 
Association has launched a 
wildlife habitat research pro- 
gtam with Calgary Power 
Ltd. using a 10-acre plot on 
reclaimed lands at the 
Whitewood coal mine which 
supplies the fuel for Calgary 
Power’s thermal generating 
Station at Wabamun. 

The joint project will eval- 
uate the potential of de- 
veloping a portion of the re- 
claimed coal field as a habitat 
for wildlife species. 

It is one of several 


research programs in Alberta 
that will help in determining 
potential and uses of more 
than 10,000 acres that have 
been, or will be disturbed by 
surface mining. Such lands 
must be reclaimed to the 
standards established by the 
Alberta Department of En- 
vironment. 

Other research programs 
direct attention to determin- 
ing the feasibility of the 
mined lands for agricultural 
crops, including cereals, and 
al:o development of the area 
for recreational pursuits. 

“Our Association com- 
mends Calgary Power for its 
efforts thus far in re- 
habilitating the land that was 
primarily non-agricultural 
swamp and muskeg,’’ ex- 
plains Fish and Game pre- 


sident Dr. John Stelfox. 
“*‘The Wabamun Habitat 
Improvement Project is be- 
ing developed by our mem- 
bership to endeavour to 
improve the abundance of 
game birds, wild ungulates 
and song and insectivorous 
birds in the greater Stony 
Plain area through improving 
wildlife habitat conditions. 
*“As an Association, our 
members felt it would be 
better to actively participate 
in a habitat program rather 
than continually call on the 
Government to provide such 
areas. The reclaimed iands at 
Wabamun provide us with 
the opportunity right in our 
own back yard,’’ said Dr. 
Stelfox. ‘‘Our basic philo- 
sophy is that conservation 
organizations should work

closely with both government 
and industry in improving 
wildlife habitat, rather than 
being passive critics.’’ 

He said the project is the 
result of the utility’s sincerity 
in its efforts to work with the 
local population to ensure 
maximum utilization and 
benefit of the land. 

The 10-acre experimental 
plot will be closely watched 
by the Wabamun Land Use 
Advisory Committee -- an 
advisory group of govern- 
ment, municipal and plann- 
ing personnel established by 
Calgary Power to assist in 
determining end use and 
disposition of reclaimed lan- 
ds owned by the utility. 

Jack Sproule, chairman of 
the Stony Plain Fish and 
Game Association’s Envir- 
onment Committee, says the 


club selected the 10 acre plot 
earlier this year in the north 
end of the reclaimed field. 

‘The site is considered 
ideal because of the heavy 
herbaceous cover, the un- 
dulating terrain and the 
potential for a diversity of 
wildlife species,’’ said Mr. 
Sproule. The site was con- 
toured and seeded to le- 
gumes in 1969. 

“The members were fav- 
orably impressed with the 
lush growth of alfalfa and the 
new growth of poplar and 
willow that had developed on 
the site since coal mining 
activity terminated,’’ con- 
tinued Mr. Sproule. 

The Fish and Game 
members this spring planted 
1100 trees and shrubs, 
consisting of 200 lodgepole 
pine seedlings, 200 Man- 


churian elm, 500 caragana, 
100 lilac and 100 Manitoba 
Maple. 

Mr. Sproule said the 
members noticed some use 
of the area already by mule 
and white-tailed deer, sharp 
tailed grouse, ducks and 
song birds. 

“This wildlife habitat pro. 
ject should increase both the 
number and variety of wild- 
life species. It will serve as a 
major activity for the Fish 
and Game membership as we 
monitor plant species sur- 
vival rates plus growth and 
development as well as the 
attraction of wildlife to the 
site. We will submit annual 
reports on the project to our 
membership and to the 
Land-Use Advisory Commit- 
tee,’’ said Mr. Sproule. 


Canadian Armed Forces’ 
aid crucial to Olympics 


About 16,000 men and 
women of the regular and 
reserve components of the 
Canadian Armed Forces will 
be taking an extra-deep 
breath July 17. 

That’s when the 21st 
Olympic Summer Games 
spring to life in Montreal, 
and the Forces unleash their 
talents in the form of security 
and support for the Games’ 
organizers. It will bring to 
fruition a couple of years of 
planning and preparation. 

Main aspects in which 
members of the Canadian 
Forceswill be involved are 
security and intelligence, 
operational and spectator 
control, air and road trans- 
port, telecommunications, 
medical support, computer 
systems for tabulating re- 
sults of the Games’ various 
events, and logistical and 
other services in the opera- 
tion of the athletes’ Olympic 
Village. 

In addition to the Montreal 
events, other activities, in- 
volving about 11,000 athletes 
are scheduled at 110 other 
Games’ sites, with Olympic 
villages at Montreal, Bro- 
mont, Que., and Kingston, 
Ont. 

In all, a total of 13,929 
navy, army and air force 
members will take part in 
what is described as ‘‘direct 
support’’ to the Games. This 
includes assistance in secur- 
ity matters to federal, pro-

vincial and municipal police 
forces, the Olympic or- 
ganizing committee (COJO), 
and the Olympic Radio and 
Television Organization 
(ORTO). 

The remaining 2,076 uni- 
formed men and women will 
be committed to ‘‘indirect 
support.’’ This falls in the 
housekeeping provisioning, 
accommodation and control 


categories, to make sure that 
everything works for those in 
direct support. 

Armed Forces activities in 
Kingston will include the 
provision of a guard ship for 
Olympic yachting events on 
Lake Ontario, as well as tow 
and rescue vessels and 
crews. Sailors will also work 
with broadcasting people as 
crews on TV camera vessels.

St. Albert veterans attend 50th golden anniversary convention 


The 25th Bienniel Domin- 
ion Convention of the Royal 
Canadian Legion which was 
held in Winnipeg during the 
week from the 12th to the 
17th June was attended by 
three well known Legion- 
naires from St. Albert, 
accompanied by their wives. 
Wally Swenarchuk and his 
wife Pauline of 7 Sonora 
Drive returned from the 
convention, the largest ever 
seen in Winnipeg,-and a 
record breaking convention 
of the Legion itself. Over five 
thousand delegates register- 
ed for the convention itself, 
while over 8,000 were served 
at the iargest sit-down 
banquet ever held in Canada. 
All this took place where it all 
started 50 years ago this 
year, this time in Winnipeg’s 
brand new Convention Cen- 
tre. 

Also representing St. Al- 
bert Branch was Denny 
Taylor, past president of 
Branch 271, of 22 Marchand 
Drive, St. Albert. Percy 
Rossiter, with wife Kay, of 
Sturgeon Road, St. Albert, 
attended in his capacity as 
district commander, District 
2, of Provincial Command. It 
is reported that very few 
branches throughout Canada 
were unrepresented, as they 
gathered on this occasion of 
the 50th Golden Anniversary 
of the founding of the Royal 
Canadian Legion in June of 
1926. Wally reports meeting 
delegates from surrounding 
areas -- Onoway, Spruce 
Grove, Stony Plain, Fort 
Saskatchewan, Sherwood 
Park, as well as the pre- 
dominant delegations from 
the large city branches. 

The Legionnaires and their 
wives started to arrive as 
early as Friday evening, with 
registration commencing on 
Saturday, June 12. All avail- 
able hotel space was occu- 
pied to capacity as were the 
motels on the outskirts of the 
city. The blue uniform 
blazers and blue berets were 
in prominence everywhere. 

The coavention was kicked 
off with a commemorative 
service and parade. Thou- 
sands of Legionnaires par- 
aded Sunday (despite a 
steady drizzle) past the 
Cenotaph from the Legisla- 
tive grounds, up Memorial 
Boulevard to Portage Avenue 
and Edmonton Street and 
thence to the convention 
centre -- another historic 
first. The parade stopped 
briefly at the Cenotaph at 
Memorial and York where 
the President laid a wreath. 
Although the rain kept 
crowds to a minimum, it did 
not dampen their spirits as 
they cheered the 11 Legion 
Commands, including one 
from the United States, and 
the five bands. 

The parade ended on time 
as the last of the legion 
marched up the ramp to the 
third floor and into the huge 
auditorium with a seating 
capacity of over 10,000. As 
the delegates and guests 
were seated, picked athletes 
ran into the auditorium 
bearing the burning torch of 
bearing the burning torch to 
light the huge SOth Anni- 
versary Torch with the New 
Flame. Two separate caval- 
cades had started their 
journey, one from the city of 
St. John’s in Newfoundland 
in the east, the other from 
Victoria in the west to meet 
in Winnipeg at the exact 
same time. They ran the last 
few miles along Portage 
Avenue in a rainstorm, The 


two young athletes, one a girl 
and one a boy, ran up the 
steps to the Torch to await 
Grand President of the Royal 
Canadian Legion. Eighty- 
eight year old General 
George Pearkes, VC, former 
Lt. Governor of British 
Columbia, who commanded 
the First Canadian Division 
during WW11, and was 
decorated for bravery with 
the Victoria Cross in the First 
World War. The torch was lit 
to the cheers of the watching 
thousands. 

Then followed an im- 
pressive opening ceremony, 
with many prominent poli- 
tical, military and interna- 
tional figures seated on the 
platform. There were repre- 
sentatives of Government of 
all levels, representatives of 
veterans’ groups from ab- 
road, from Great Britain, 
New Zealand, Australia, 
from the United States, the 
Soviet Union and from the 
Republic of South Korea, 
signifying that all at one time 
or another had served as 
comrades-in-arms together. 

The first resolution, that of 
Loyalty to Her Majesty, the 
Queen, was the first order of 
business. Following, there 
were expressions of greet- 
ings from the visiting foreign 
dignitaries and special gues- 
ts. The Soviets did not 
disappoint the legionnaires 
with the expected flavor of 
political propaganda. 

After an interlude, foll- 
owing the official opening 
ceremonials, the entire aud- 


ience was treated to a 
delightful and entertaining 
program. Such Canadian 
stars as Kay Turner, of Pig 
and Whistle fame, Reg Gib- 
son, and Gordie Tapp, a 
veteran himself, delighted 
the crowd. There were Pipes 


aud Drums of the massed 
pipes of Winnipeg’s finest, 
choral artists and singing 
groups too numerous to 
mention, who brought back 
the songs of the wartime 
years of the fourties, the 
comical as well as the serious 


and sentimental. All ffits-put 
the Legionnaires in the right 
frame of mind for the pur- 
pose for which they had 
come. 

And gather they did. They 
visited the city branches, 
where one saw many a 


fearful reunion of old com- 
rades, for some the first in 30 
years, but for two old 
comrades the first in 50. Out 
of the entire 5000 not 40 were 
of World War 1 vintage and 
just a handful came who 
were there at the First Unity

and observers accommoda- 
ted at the rear and in the 
balconies. The convention 
delegates were seated by 
provincial commands 10 in 
number plus the United 
States Command of Royal 
Canadian Legion veterans 
residing in the U.S.A. In 
charge of each command was 
a‘‘whip’’ through whom a 
delegate could be afforded 
his opportunity to gain the 
chairman’s attention to sp- 
eak his piece, from the floor. 
Democracy was observed 
undeniably. 

Since the main purposes 
and objects of the Royal 
Canadian Legion are primar- 


ily to see to the welfare of - 


veterans, their widows and 
surviving dependents, hund- 
reds of other resolutions 
were received, discussed and 
passed, to be presented to 
Federal and other bodies. 
Resolutions pertaining to 
Veterans’ welfare included 
such items as widows’ 
pensions, and their indexing 
to the rising cost of living, 
medical treatment, compen- 
sation of former prisoners 
and evaders, and the relax- 
ing of some of the qualifying 
criteria for such benefits. 
Reciprocal benefits with oth- 
er countries where Cana- 
dians now reside, were

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reviewed as was the question 
of domiciliary care of aging 
veterans, rather than in 
institutions. 

Indexing of pensions to the 
cost of living for veterans of 
the Regular Forces, after 
retirement for 20 and over 
years of service, came up for 
serious discussions. As the 
regulations now stand this 
group of veterans, dis- 
charged after 25 years of 
service at age 50, will not be 
allowed an increase in pen- 
sion until the age of 60 is 
reached. Widows’ of such 
veterans now receive only 
one-half the deceased hus- 
band’s pension. This is re- 
quested to be raised to 80%. 
Some widows’ pensions 
could be as low as $125.00 
per month. The women 
argue, they contributed out 
of the household income 
together with the husband, 
so why the discrimination. 

Discussion on the state of 
the nation’s defences, and its 
Armed Forces came up for 
brisk and frosty comment 
from many sources, criticiz- 
ing the Government for the 
serious deterioration in the 
defences of the country, as 
well as the continuous 
pouring out of money on 
bilingualism and multicult- 
uralism. The latter got 100% 
support, but the former did 
not do so well, as opposition 
kept on mounting on the 
methods by which this highly 
controversial program is 
being forced on the nation. 


But, perhaps the two most 
important decisions made 
were, one affecting veterans 
only, the other affecting the 
entire country. 

Operation ‘‘Service’’ will 
go into full swing by the fall 
of this Anniversary Year. 
Operation ‘‘Action’’ will 
continue to operate and 
expand. 

Operation ‘‘Service’’ is 
really a census of veterans 
and widows, and ex-service- 
men and women. Its pur- 
pose, not for recruitment for 
membership in the Legion, 
but for the sole purpose to 
enumerate how many veter- 
ans and widows are not 
aware of the benefits avail- 


able to them by virtue of the 
Veterans Charter, and the 
various Federal legislation 
affecting them, their sur- 
viving widows and depen- 
dents, and get the message 
to them, It has been statis- 
tically established that, wh- 
ereas over 450,000 veterans 
and ex-servicemen who be- 
long to the Royal Canadian 
Legion, are fully aware, 
through the publishing of the 
Legion Magazine, over 500,- 
000 veterans are ‘‘outside’’ 
the organization and have 
never had their entitlements 
explained, or know whether 
they qualify. It has always 
been the duty of the Royal 
Canadian Legion to look after 
the welfare of each and every 
veteran, whether a legion- 
naire or not, and this 50th 
anniversary convention has 
re-stated these aims and 
objects. 

Operation ‘‘Action’’ -- A 
Commitment to Improve the 
Nation -- received over- 
whelming approval to con- 
tinue. This is to be the 
Legion’s commitment cer- 
tainly for the next two years, 
and will probably continue 
for years. The last two years, 
since the decision to imple- 
ment this program at the 
Newfoundland Convention in 
1974, has been two years of 
preparation and organiza- 
tion. The overwhelming san- 
ction to continue, despite 
efforts by some segments of 
the Legion to discontinue, 
will see this program acc- 


elerated. The name of the 
program ‘‘Action - A Com- 
mitment to Improve the Na- 
tion,’’ means nothing to the 
ordinary citizen, without en- 
umerating the areas of con- 
cern. The 13 areas initially 
named appear to concern all 
communities from coast to 
coast, though not every 
community is concerned with 
all 13. 

But, such areas as Law and 
Order, Capital Punishment, 
Quality of Justice, The 
Family Structure, Work Eth- 
ics, Environment, Civil Lib- 
erties vs National Interests, 
got their full complement of 
discussion, pro and con. 
Legionnaires are as divided

The issue of Capital Pun- 
ishment received an airing, 
without a standing vote taken 
on the issue to commit the 
Legion one way or another. 
What was at issue was the 
refusal of the Government of 
Canada and particularly of 
the Dept. of Justice with its 
minister mot to abide by the 
laws it creates itself. And the 
Government was overwhel- 
mingly chastized on this 
issue. ‘‘The same thing is 
happening to our laws, that 
we fought five years to 
eliminate”’ said one veteran. 

Every Dominion convent- 
ion has its election of 
officers. With the retirement 
of the president, Comrade 
McChesney, the first vice 
president, Doug MacDonald 
of Ontario was elected 
succeeding president for the 
ensuing two years, The elec- 
tion of a new first ‘vice 
president was not so easy. 
Five candidates were nom- 
inated, and after a fourth 
ballot, Comrade Ed Coley 
came out the winner, to bring 
that honour west to Calgary 
and Alberta. Since this 
election created a vacancy in 
the four vice president posi- 
tions on the executive council 
Comrade Jack Chapman of 
Stettler was also successful 
thus bringing representation 
from Alberta up by one. 
Other officers elected were 
Bob Jones (NB), Al Harvey 
(Nfld.), Ron Tuokko (Ont.), 
and Ray Bedgood (NS) to the 
other three vice president 
positions, Chas. Hunt (Sask.) 
treasurer; Ron Watson (Ont.) 
as chairman, and Bob Ford 
(Que.) vice-chairman. 

No convention ever passed 
without its casualties. St. 
John’s Newfoundland in 
1974 witnessed one veteran 
pass on while parading to the 
Cenotaph. This convention 
saw it through without 
casualty till the last day, and 
then true to form another 
veteran went to his reward. 

The rest of the Legion- 
naires left feeling relieved 
that they had lived to see this 
day and that SO years of work 
had left such a profound 
mark all over the land. They 
received praise from many 
directions. Many asked 
‘‘why do we not advertise 
what we have accomplish- 
ed?’’ They have always done 
their work quietly, out of the 
limelight, and the media saw 
no glamour in it to merit the 
front page too often. They 
left saying ‘‘Let’s keep it that 
way.’ They went, they 
fought, some died, many 
came back. The people 
cheered -- and soon forgot. 
But the veteran never for- 
gets. He learned to serve his 
country well -- and cannot 
stop, The old Torch still 
burns, but it has a New 
Flame this year.

Being on an island, the fort 
on Ile-aux-Noix could make it 
virtually impossible for any’ 
British flotilla to slip by. 

The French fort was cap- 
tured by the British in 1760 
after four days of fighting. 
The garrison surrendered on 
Aug. 28, 10 days before 
France capitulated at Queb- 
ec, 

In 1775, during the Ameri- 
can Revolutionary War, Ge- 
neral Philip Schuyler occu- 
pied Ile-aux-Noix and the 
island was used again foll- 
owing the American defeat at 
Quebec City as troops re- 
grouped there before re- 
turning home to New Engl- 
and, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey. : 

The present Fort Lennox 
dates from the War of 1812 
when a shipyard, barracks, 
hospital and storehouses 
were built. 

Fifteen warships were 
built at Ile-aux-Noix during 
the war, including the largest 
warship on Lake Champlain, 


auditorium to celebrate KI- 
ondike Days. Inthe lounge 


the Confiance, which met 
defeat at the Battle of Platts- 
burg. 

The fort was named after 
Charles Lennox, Duke of 
Richmond, who died in 1819 
while Governor-General of 
Canada. 

The naval station was 
closed in 1834 and the fort 
was used as a prison during 
the Rebellion of 1837. It 
also served briefly as a 
reformatory. 

Today, Fort Lennox con- 
stitutes a group of buildings 
of proud 19th century archi- 
tecture. It is open to the 
public from May 1 to Oct. 31. 

The Quebec City area is 
also rich in historic for- 
tifications with its Citadel, 
360 feet above the St. 
Lawrence River. It has a 
museum and, during the 
summer the daily ceremony 
of the changing of the guard. 

Quebec is the only walled 
city in North America north 
of Mexico, and the old 
section is still accessible 
through gates built in the 
1820s.

The Board of Governors and 
the Academic Council have 
unanimously endorsed the 
responses of the College‘s 
Health Science Department 
and Nursing Advisory com- 
mittee. 


Both have disagreed with 
recommendations by the task 
force that there be a gradual 
elevation of professional 
nursing to a baccalaureate 
level by 1990, Neither sees a 
degree in nursing as a 
necessary prerequisite for 
the successful completion of 
the nursing function.

Places to see in Eastern Canada 


FORT CHAMBLY 


Most Quebec forts, like 
those of the maritime pro- 
vinces, go farther back in 
history than those of Ontario. 

Fort Chambly, for ins- 
tance, goes way back to the 
mid-17th century when Capt. 
Jacques de Chambly was 
sent to Canada with his 
troops by Louis X1V of 
France. 

He built a log fort at the 
rapids on the Richelieu River 
from which he carried out 
several raids against the Iro- 
quois. 

In 1702, the fort was 
accidentally destroyed by fire 
but quickly rebuilt. In 1709, a 
‘massive s‘one structure was 
built but, in 1760, the garri- 
son surrendered to the 
British who continued on to 
Montreal in the war that 
ended France’s domination 
over Canada. / 

Rebels from the 13 colon- 
ies captured Fort Chambly in 
1775 during the Revolution, 
but they were forced back to

their own lines a year later 
leaving their commander, 
General John Thomas, dead 
of smallpox. 

In 1777, General John 
Burgoyne started out from 
Fort Chambly on his way to 
defeat at Saratoga. 

During the War of 1812, 
the fort served only as a 
supply depot and it was 
occupied briefly during the 
rebellion of 1837 and the 
Fenian raids of the 1860s. 

The reconstructed fort is 
unusual in that it has no 
earthen defences to absorb 
artillery fire. 

Exhibits include a scale 
model of the fort, archivat 
illustrations and artifacts. 
The two centuries of the 
fort’s history are explained in 
a three-screen, audio-visual 
show. 

Early French settlers and 
British and American sol- 
diers are buried in the near- 
by cemetery. Best known is 
General Thomas. 

The fort is only 500 yards 
from the Chambly Canal, a 
direct link for pleasure craft 
between Montreal, Lake 
Champlain, the Hudson Riv- 
er and New York City. 

It’s open to visitors every 
day, all year. 


FOKT YORK 


Fort Yor:., where Toronto, 
Ontario’s provincial ‘capital, 
now stands, was captured, 
sacked and partly burned by 
1,700 invading Americans 
who crossed Lake Ontario in 
the spring of 1813 aboard 14 
ships. 

It was a definite American 
success, but a costly one. 
Commander, Brigadier-Gen- 
eral Zebulon Pike was killed 
along with several others 
when a powder magazine 
blew up. 

The fort had been de- 
fended by 700 men and the 
whole population of the town 
of York, now the giant 
metropolis of Toronto, was 
about 650. 

The partial destruction of 
the small town led to the 
eventual burning of Wash- 
ington. 


The landing beaches have 
been obliterated through re- 
clamation of land from the 
lake but the reconstructed 
fortress now occupies five 
acres at the foot of Bathurt 
Street. It is open to visitors 
all year, every day. 

Today, the Fort Guard are 
dressed and equipped like 
the soldiers of 1813 and the 
eight buildings of the fort 
contain interesting displays 
of weapons, uniforms and 
equipment of early days. 

The Officers’ Quarters still 
contains the original kitchen, 
wine cellars and treasury 
while the Blue Barracks has 
exhibits describing the his- 
tory of the Canadian Army 
Militia. 

The Upper Canada Mace, 
taken from York in 1813, 
spent 121 years in an Ameri- 
can museum until 1934 when 
it was returned to its rightful 
place, at Fort York, by 
President Roosevelt. 

There are several forts of 
interest along the 340-mile 
route between Toronto and 
Montreal. 

Fort Henry, at Kingston 
was, inits day, considered 
the strongest fortress west of 
Quebec. It was built in 1812 
and is completely restored 
with an animated museum 
and the world-famous, pre- 
cision-trained Fort Henry 
Guard. 

Fort Frederick, also in 
Kingston, has one of the best 
collections of historic wea- 
pons in North America. The 
fort is in the grounds of the 
Royal Military College. 

Fort ,Wellington, at Pres- 
cott, across the St. Lawrence 
River from Ogdensburg, was 
the site of the Battle of the 
Windmill and the Battle of 
isle Royale. It has an 
excellent military museum.

Oxfam expands W. Region 


Oxfam-Canada is launch- 
ing a major campaign to 
expand and strengthen its 
organization and constituen- 
cy in Western Canada. 

‘‘For a number of years 
Oxfam has worked to re- 
structure itself as a national 
organization with strong 
roots in every part of 
Canada,’’ announced Dr. 
Meyer Brownstone, Oxfam 
Canada National chairman. 
‘‘At present, Oxfam has 
three regions exercising con- 
siderable autonomy in desi- 


gning fundraising and edu- 
cation programs to fit the 
characteristics of their par- 
ticular part of Canada.’’ 

As a continuation of this 
process, Oxfam is con- 
sidering the division of its

present Western region into 


two new regions: Oxfam- 
Pacific and Oxfam-Prairies. 
Such a division would solve 
some of the financial and 
organizational problems 
caused by the sheer dis- 
tances involved in spanning 
the Canadian West. As well, 


it would provide an oppor- 
tunity to design Oxfam pro- 
grams which are better tuned 
to regional differences within 
the West. 

“*In the process, the re- 
presentation of Oxfam supp- 
orters in the four Western 
provinces on Oxfam-Can- 
ada’s central policy-making 
body, the National Board of 
Directors, would be doubled 
from four to eight mem- 
bers,’’ added Brownstone. 

‘Poverty and underdevel- 
opment in the world at large, 


and even within Canada, are 
a worse problem today than 
in the past,’’ commented 
Brownstone. ‘‘Oxfam has 
chosen to concentrate its 
efforts in those front line 
areas where both the needs 
and our ability to affect real 
changes are greatest: in the 
struggle for justice within 
Southern Africa; in Bang- 
ladesh; in the Caribbean; 
and among Canada’s own 
native Indian and Inuit 
peoples. 

“*We have recently begun

M.D. Council reviews 
park progress 


The Department of En- 
vironment has advised the 
MD that the province will 
pay 100% of the reclamation 
costs of the Cardiff Park site, 
and also the cost of the 
consultant’s report, which 
was $17,603. 

Laurent Coloumbe, recr- 
eation superintendent for 
Sturgeon attended the June 
10th meeting of MD Stur- 
geon Council when discuss- 
ions included progress on the 
Cardiff Park site. Mr. Cou- 
lombe advised council that 
Mr. G. Shelly had been 
appointed to the steering 
committee to assist the 
Cardiff Park project. Council 
moved to offer Mr. Shelly 
$50 per day to assist the 
steering committee during 
the reclamation of the Cardiff 
Park. He will attend meet- 
ings as requested by the 
committee and the assistance 
is limited to a maximum of 
six days for the remainder of 
1976. 

The Sturgeon Recreation 
Board also recommended 
adding another member to 
the Cardiff Steering Com- 
mittee and council moved to 
have Mr. Larry Paul added. 

Mr. Coulombe presented 
cost estimates for reclama- 
tion of the Cardiff Park site at 
$56,718. for the summer of 
1976. Estimates include cen- 
tre staking of the campgr- 
ound areas; clearing and 
grubbing the golf course; 
completing the reclamation 
work on about 40 acres which 
includes grading and culti- 
vating some 125 acres; 
reclamation on the banks of 
the water area, and app- 
roximately 10 days for MD 
construction equipment.

In an attempt to convince the MD of Sturgeon that a three 
pool concept is the most feasible for the area, the Sturgeon 
Heights Recreation Facilities Association is to present a 
brief to council members. This group, dedicated to the 
provision of recreational facilities at the Sturgeon Heights 
School, has worked for the past year om plans for the 
development of a small (30’ x 60’) heated imdoor swimming 
pool to be attached to the school, and hence make use of the 
washroom and changeroom facilities already in existence. 
The pool would be classified as semi-public, and it 
is anticipated, would serve the Sturgeon Heights and 
Camilla Schools attendance areas. 


The recreation group feels that, because support ofa 
swimming pool depends largely on the proximity of the 
intended users, three pools, strategically located throughout 
the M.D. would better serve Sturgeon residents than one 
centrally located facility.
